le, notwithflanding Marian might eee deman- 
fed the expofition of certain myfteries attending 
her hufBand’s arrival at Marino ; but the careful- 
ly fupprefled any indulgence of an unwarrantable 
curiofity, and appeared contented with the mo- 
tives he was pleafed to aflign for commiting to 
her the care of a child apparently ander the age 
of feven years, to whofe language himfelf was a 
ftranger ; but when acquainted with that of Ita- 
ly, the ufed to fpeak of England---of Salifbury--- 
and fometimes mentioned the names of Richard 
and Beangana, King and Queen of Britaim. Her 
own name, the faid, was Lucia, to which fire ufed 
to add the title of Lady.---The plain cloathing, 
fimple diet, and reftrifted. amufements allowed by 
the republic, were quite unfuitable to our little 
ftranger’s ideas---There was anairof difsppoint- 
ment, mixed with an uncon{cious regret. in her 
acceptance of the honeft civilities the received ;

but it foon fubfided ; one of shem waved his hand for at- 
tention, and approaching the tribunal, addrefied the pre- 
fident as follows, “* You, who profefs implicit faith in our 
church, will not. I troft, impugn her deciees Read this, 
and then dare to be refra@ory.” * I fee,” cried Signor 
Ludorico, “ the doom of this unhappy man is inevitable. 
The ruler of whatever government thelters him, is hereby 
commanded to deliver Rodergino Vanzeuza, which name 
you ackaowledge, (peaking to Leftrange, who bowed fub- 
miffion) into the hands of Aloozo Ferrura, and, ia default

The Dey of Algiers lias demanded of the American 
Conful to dire@ the United Sates frigate the George 
Wahhingion, to be bro’ctoAlgie:s, forthe purpole of be- 
ing feat. by the Dey to Conftantinople, to tranfport a quan- 
tity of fparsand other articles, The Conful remonttraced, 
but in vain, The Dey dire&ed bim to write immediate. 
ly, aad ob:aiman answer as foon as poflidlc, 

On the evening, bowever, of tle fame day, the Dey 
informed the Conful, that confidering the great diftance of 
the United States, he had determined to call upon the 
Coafuls of nearer nations. Sach demand is ftaied to have 
becn made of the Spanifh and Danifh Confuls, 

Ou the 26th June, a tripolitam corfair, with the A- 
merican brig Franklin, as a prize, arrived at Avgiers, 
The claim of the Conful for axeforation of ihe vefiel aod 
crew, had wot on the 7th of July fucceeded. 

On the 16th of June, three thips of the line and two 
frigates of Spain threatened « blockade of Algiers, and 
demanded a! capiased Spauith veffels. The Dey threaceo- 
ed war egainft Spaia, which was only averted on the fol- 
lowing terms ; the payment in money and prefents to the 
amount vf 132,000, doullars---a renunciation by Spain of 
her claim to captured veffels and ca:goes---and a depar- 
ture of the Spanifh fleet, 

On the 2ed of June, in an iaterview with the Britith 
Conful and Sir Robert Batlow, the Dey demanded a change 
of the Britith paffports, and a compliance with his old 
claim of 187,000 dollars, declared if thefe terms were not
